Besides the losses of. the 1900 
strikes, the management has been = sub- 
jected to much criticism because of lack 
of accommodations and numerous acci- 
dents @uring the past three years. Losses 
by damage suits have been heavy. 

Tt has been known for some time that 
the officers of the company intended to 
place new men in the operating depart- 
ments. 

An idea of the tremendous task before 
Mr. MeOulloch may be formed from the 
fact that the Transit company is one of 
the largest consolidated street railroad 
systems in the world. It has a trackage 
of nearly 360 miles. It embraces’ every 
street railway company in St. Louis, with 
the exception of the Suburban. 

The total number of passengers cartied 
in «a day excéeds 300,000. During the 
World's Fair period it is thought this num- 
ber will approach the half million mark. 

Extending over an area of forty-seven 
Sgquere miles, the company is divided into 
four great divisions, designed te cover each 
section of the city independently, but. at 
the sume time working under orders from 
one general head.

SHANGHAI, March 8.—It is believed 
that the Russian Vladivostok squadron 
mouth of the Tumen 
river, some hundred miles southwest of 
Vladivostok, engaged in covering. the 
movements of Russian troops from Pos- 
siet bay to the valley of the Tumen. 

This conclusion is drawn from the 
seeming absence of the squadron from 
Viadivostok during the bombardment. 

Russian offic:al dispatches do not men- 
tion this squadron, and this fact lends 
color to the belief that the Japanese 
warships have shut it out of Vladivostok.

Transit Co. ig required to pay to the 
United Railways Co. as rental, un- 
der the terms of the lease, interest on out- 
standing bonds and 5 per cent on the issued 
stock of the parent company to the amount 
of $2,759,781. As a considerable amount of 
the securities of the United Railways Co. 
are owned by the Transit company. the 
net amount of rental charge is reduced to

reserved %n the treasury for that purpose. 
During the year the expenditures for ‘these

Hitchcock Advises Against Abolish- 
ing Present Arrangement Which 
Will Expire in 18 Months.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—At least one 
good result has already followed the report 
of Charles J. Bonaparte and Clinton B. 
Woodruff on: the Indian Territory allot- 
ment scandal and that is the peremptory 
order of the President «hat members of the 
Dawes commission and its agents drop all 
their private business relations that may 
interfere with their public duties, or re- 
sign. 

The inquisitors recommended that the 
commission be abolished because of the 
conditions revealed by the inquiry, * but 
Secretary Hitchcock has prevented this by 
insisting that, as the commission has only 
12 months more of /existence, its abolition 
now would be folly and would cause ned- 


less confusion. 

The report sustains practically all the 
Brosius charges. 

The report of Messrs. Bonaparte and 
Woodruff says that the connection of Tams 
Bixby, chairman of the committee to the 
five civilized tribes, with the Canadian Val- 
ley Trust Co. impairs his usefulness as a 
public official, and should terminate imme- 
diately if he is to retain his commission- 
ership.

The interior of the coliseum wes been en- 
tirely remodeled. The ring has been im- 
proved in several ways. Iron pipe pusts 
have been substituted for the cedar ones 
at the corners and the -seutside has been 
boarded from the platform to the floor. 
A pipe railing has been erected paralleling 
the ring three feet all the way round with 
openings at the two corners. The ‘lwwur 
between the railing and the ring is covered 
with white crushed granite. 

No one is to be allowed in the enclosure 
but the handlers of the fighters and the 
seconds und two policemen to enforce order 
The railing and ring and all the ring par- 
aphernalia are painted white.

Outside of the second railing is the sec- 
ond series of seats which will be more 
numerous, running up te the raised gall ery 
under the balcony The exits are all 
marked, and ever y precaution has been 
taken for the comfort and safety of the 
spec tators, 

The entrance to the coliseum will be 
through the Easton avenue pbuilding. ‘ 
long gallery has been built from the rear o 
the building to the door of the coliseum, 
making almost one rovf for over half a 
city block.

Particularly has this feeling applied to the 
poets of our acquaintance, for with us it 
is a cherished thought that poets are born 
in the country, not made in the city. 

Imagine, therefore, the sorrow with which 
our soul was stricken when a St. Louls poet 
whose mellifluous verse we have long ada-, 
mired commenced @ song & tow days ago 
in these worda:

Through vistas green and cool. 

Now, those of us who are acquainted 
with the mule know that, contrary to the 
notion that obtains concerning him, he is 
not always contemplative; that there are 
times when he is so far from being - medi- 
tative that he is positively kittenish, and 
that of all his light-hearted seasons the 
most marked is May; for at that time the 
sap seems to rise in his heels even as it 
does in the trees a month or more earlier— 
depending largely upon the attitude of the 
groundhog—making possible the aforesaid 
‘vistas green and cool,” which, it is as- 
serted, contrary to facts, are frequented by 
the mule. 

Had this St. Louls poet been born a 
farmer he would have avoided this error.
